nished throughout no less than £2,- 
500,000, will have been completed, the 
roofs of all three wings, west, east 
and souta, will have been finished, and 
all that will remain to make the pal- 
atial structure ready for the reception 
of the staffs of the various govern- 
ment departments, will be the ‘nterior 
finishing, This work will be con- 
tinned throughout the winter, and it 
is anticipated that all the partition 
walls will have been completed, and 
the elaborate decoration of the interior 
eavrried out, long before the elose of 
1912; 

Two hundred men have been contin- 
uously at work on the eolossal strue- 
ture sinee the opening of the building 
season, A considerable number of 
these are employed by the Quinlan- 
Carter Co., in the operation of stone 
eulting machinery by means of which 
the blocks are cut to suitable dimen- 
sions, columns are turned and fluted, 
and such of the ornamental work as 
may be completed on the machines, is 
prepared, The government's own ex- 
pert masons are engaged on the hand 
work which requires the highest de- 
sree of artistic skill. An average of 
over 150 men are in the government 
employ alone, masons, steel workers, 
carpenters, plasterers, and electricians. 
Construction is now proceeding more 
rapidly than in any former year, and 
the transformation which has been 
wrought since the opening of spring is 
the occasion of surprise to citizens 
Who observed the tardy progress 
which had hitherto been made, 

Practically the whole of the steel 
frame construction has been complet- 
ed. In the south wing, which will be 
occupied by the legislative assembly, 
the partition walls have been in for 
some time past. The reinforced con- 
crete floors are all in, and the workmen 
in the course of a few weeks will have

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An Argument Which Mr. Oliver 
Should Be Able to Traverse 


When Frank Oliver was accused on the public platform in Ed- | 


monton of having been a party to an intrigue to wreck the Ruther- 
ford government in Alberta, he answered the accusation by calling 
the man who accused him a liar. Just this, and nothing more. 

That is now many weeks ago. Since that time Mr. Oliver has 


had plenty of time and opportunity to “traverse the argument” of 


the accusation, but has failed to do so. 

The suspicion that Mr. Oliver was not only a party to the in- 
trigue, but that he actually engineered the intrigue has been very | 
firm in the minds of Edmontonians for some time, in fact ever since | 
the happenings by which the Rutherford government was forced to 


relinquish control. 


There were many things which led to this suspicion. The course | 


followed by Mr. Oliver's newspaper, the Bulletin, was almost con- 
clusive evidence that whatever plot was under way the Bulletin was 
at all times at the service of the plotters. The well-known relations 
existing between Mr. Oliver and Mr. Cushing, the man who aspired 
to come out of the intrigue as premier, but who actually came out 
branded as a grafter, helped to confirm the suspicion. And the 


subsequent development that the Canadian Northern, which profited | 


by a certain large land transaction at the hands of Mr. Oliver, was 
ready to take over the north country as part of their domain and 
therefore opposed to any arrangements by which a rival line was 
built into their territory, shows very clearly which side that com- 
pany would be likely to use Mr. Oliver so far as they had him under 
their control. 

More definite, however, and more to the point than any of these 
circumstances is the letter published in the Capital today, It is a 
letter from “Nobby” White, member of the Dominion House for 
Victoria, whose election was secured largely as a result of a conven- 
tion manipulation in which Mr. Boyle was very active. It is written 
to Mr. Boyle, member for Sturgeon, who, it will be remembered, 
was whip of the insurgent movement and who, when Mr. Cushing 
got cold feet and spent his hours blubbering in his room at the King 
Edward, rounded up the malcontents and led them back to the 
charge. 

That a very close sympathy existed between ° ‘Nobby” White 
and Mr. Oliver has never been questioned, even by the greatest ad- 
mirers of Oliver. 
matter of general understanding that White was merely the proxy 
head of the intrigue, acting in Oliver’s behalf. 

That Mr. Boyle was working in consonance with a precon- 
ceived arrangement was also generally conceded in Edmonton, al- 


though, until the publication of this letter, the proof has been lack- | 


ing. Possibly a close investigation of Mr. Oliver’s bank account 
might show more evidence of this, but such an inve.tigation is a 
matter for the committee at Ottawa. 

In the letter, however, the existence of an 
clearly set out, and the fact that the Alberta government was upset 
merely to satisfy the desires of certain interests closely in touch with 


the leading politicians at Ottawa and not for any high motives con- , 


nected with the welfare of Alberta is very clearly set out. 

A diagnosis of the letter is not without interest even at this late 
date, and it comes particularly apropos owing to the fact that Mr. 
Oliver is at present in Alberta and that he proposes to hold a meet- 
ing in Edmonton in the near future. Mr, Oliver might invite to the 
meeting Mr. White, who is now in Fort Saskatchewan, and Mr. 
Boyle, who is in town, and together the three of them might explain 
the letter. 


It would be worth while knowing why Mr. White, Mr. Oliver's | 


close friend, hastens to congratulate Mr. Boyle on the upset of the 
liberal government, elected by the party of which they presume to | 


be leaders, and why the felicitation at having been able to pry the 
How | 


premier off, notwithstanding that he “died noticeably hard.” 
does Mr. White, who admits that he never saw an Alberta govern- 
ment in action, come to the conclusion that the Cushing cabinet, and | 
not the government elected by the people of the province, was the 
aggregation in whose hands the affairs of the province should be 
placed? Does not this savor of boss rule and dictatorship? And | 
who are the dictators, and what is their interest? 

By what right does Mr. White undertake to relegate Mr. Cross 
and Mr. Woods to private life, or to send Mr. Marshall “back to the 
farm?” Why do the other western members feel so good about the 
overthrow of a government which had just emerged from a general 
election with an overwhelming endorsation from the electors? 

Some of Mr. Boyle's 
appears that there were many, that the Ottawa end of the intrigue 
was in very close touch with the Alberta end; that, in fact, they were 
in constant telegraphic communication. At the instigation of Mr. 


Boyle, the Waterways commission went through some thirty thou- |: 


sand telegraphic messages in the C.P.R. office in search of evidence 
of corruption. When that was being done, why did not Mr. Boyle 
have produced the copies of these wires between himself and the 
powers at Ottawa? 

And most important of all, why was “Hon, Frank Oliver jubilant 
over this last proposition?” What was his interest in having a gov- 
ernment with which he had all along been considered in sympathy 
overthrown? Who was to gain by this intrigue? Who were the 
others with whom he and Mr. White were identified? 

And in the face of all this, why, when he was accused of having 
been a party to the intrigue to overthrow the Rutherford govern- 
ment, did Mr. Oliver say that the man who made the accusation was 
a liar? Does Mr. Oliver still say that Mr. Adair is a liar? Or does 
he still maintain that he was not a party to the intrigue, and that it 
was his good friend “Nobby” White who was the liar when he wrote

|the same party as the government which he was instrumental in 
| overthrowing, can justify his action in taking the government out 
| of the hands of the people and endeavoring, through manipulation, 
to place it in the hands of the Cushing crowd, who were to become 
| the government without the process of being elected to the position 
lWwhich they designed to fulfill. 

Mr. Oliver certainly owes this explanation to his constituents, 
and to make it he should hold a meeting. There could be no time 
better than the present.
